Mail  leaves  the  campus  four 
times  daily  to  meet  all  dispatches 
leaving  the  city.  Incoming  mail 
is  received  twice  a day  with  let- 
ters in  their  boxes  at  9:30  a.m. 
Campus  mail  is  sorted  immedi- 
ately and  an  inter-campus  service 
is  completed  earlier  and  faster

Stamp 
sales  for  this  September  in- 
creased nearly  50  per  cent  over 
the  same  period  last  year.  In  the 
last  ten  days  18,000  stamps 
worth  $1300  have  been  sold. 
Money  orders  totaled  $65,000  dol- 
lars last  year. 

The  office  has  650  mail  boxes 
available  to  all  students.  The 
average  rental  Is  90  cents  per 
quarter.  Mrs.  Christensen  does 
all  in  her  power  to  see  that  let- 
ters with  faulty  addresses  are 
delivered  instead  of  returned. 
Students  can  enjoy  this  and  other 
personal  services  not  found  at 
other  post  offices.  The  office 
window  is  open  deek  days  from 
9:30  a.m.  to  4 p.m.  except  on 
Saturday,  when  it  closes  at  noon.

World  Today  . . . 


Choosing  Peace

A few  thousand  years  ago  in 
ancient  Egypt,  there  lived  the 
first  recorded  pessimist.  He 
warned  the  eating,  drinking,  mer- 
ry making  Egyptians,  that  all 
signs  indicated  they  were  living 
in  the  last  days.  And  from  then 
until  now  the  world  has  never 
been  without  this  type  of  men 
- the  calamity  howlers. 

Of  course,  no  one  has  ever 
paid  much  attention  to  the  ca- 
lamity howlers.  (Doesn’t  the 
world  keep  on  going  like  it  al- 
ways has?)  Yet,  some  of  his- 
tory’s most  well  known  men 
have  been  thought  of  as  calamity 
howlers — including  Jesus  Christ. 
Christ’s  picture  of  the  future 
was  not  a rosy  one.  Also,  near- 
ly, if  not  all,  of  the  prophets 
have  given  dire  warnings  of  the 
future  and  of  the  end  of  the 
world. 

Never  Materialized 

But  these  forebodings  have 
never  materialized;  man  contin- 
ues to  inhabit  the  earth  and  to 
progress  towards  a better  world. 
This  type  of  optimist  logic, 
which  discounts  all  talk  of  Ar- 
mageddon, is  similar  to  the 


smoker’s  answer  about  the  harm- 
fulness of  tobacco  (I’ve  been 
smoking  all  my  life  and  I ain’t 
dead  yet,  etc.) 

It’s  too  bad  for  this  type  of 
logic  that  man  has  progressed  so 
far  that  the  means  of  mass  de- 
struction are  handy  for  every- 
day use.  Now,  more  people  can 
see  the  handwriting  on  the  wall. 
Why?  Russia  has  the  H-bomb, 
and  the  small  group  of  men  rul- 
ing Russia  have  the  power  to 
fulfill  every  prediction  of  mass 
devastation  ever  made.  So  now 
the  profession  of  calamity  howl- 
ing is  becoming  more  common 
— the  handwriting  is  more  ligi- 
ble,  and  it  gives  a few  people 
the  heebee  jeebies. 

Where  to  Tuni 

But  where  do  men  turn  when 
they  see  catastrophe  close  at 
hand?  Representative  Cole,  the 
chairman  of  the  Congressional 
Atomic  Energy,  wants  to  spend 
an  additional  15  to  25  billion  dol- 
lars for  continental  defense  in 
the  next  three  to  five  years.  He 
said,  ‘T  think  we  must  step  up 
our  own  production  of  all  kinds 
of  atomic  weapons — no  matter 


what  it  costs.” 

Last  week,  other  men  were 
speaking  on  the  same  subject; 
one  was  an  old  man  (80  years). 
Not  well  known  nationally,  this 
aged  man  was  nonetheless  speak- 
ing to  the  largest  audience  of 
his  life,  yet  it  was  a mere  frac- 
tion of  the  citizenry  of  the  U.  S. 
And  of  those  who  did  listen,  how 
many  heard  the  import  of  his 
words?  The  old  had  heard  what 
he  said  many  times  before;  and 
the  young  had  also  heard  it  be- 
fore, for  he  said  little  that  was 
new. 

Alternative  Proposed 
That  man  was  President  David 
O.  McKay,  and  like  the  calamity 
howlers  of  yore,  he  proposed  an 
alternative  to  annihilation;  but  it 
wouldn’t  be  as  popular  as  spend- 
ing 15  billion  dollars. 

President  McKay  said,  ‘‘This 
morning,  with  world  conditions 
in  mind — international  suspicions 
and  enmities — threatening  war 
clouds  — man’s  inhumanity  to 
n)an’ — and  other  discouraging  as- 
pects of  human  relationships,  I 
am  inclined  to  (say)  ‘The  King- 
dom of  God  or  Catastrophe’.”

Posts  Top  Leaders 

BYU’s  leading  ball  carrier  af- 
ter three  games  is  halfback  Dick 
Felt  with  an  average  of  6.4  yards 
per  carry. 

Quarterback  Lavon  Satterfield 
leads  the  squad  in  passing  and 
total  offense,  having  passed 
for  221  yards  and  rushed  for  26, 
for  a total  of  247  yards  gained. 
He  has  completed  12  of  27  aerial 
attempts,  three  of  which  were 
good  for  six  points. 

Dick  Felt,  the  club’s  top  ball 
carrier  and  punt  return  artist, 
averaging  6.4  yards  per  carry 
and  26.5  yards  per  punt  return.
